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BRITAIN’S GROWN DAUGHTERS. 


On reading the reports of the pro­ 
ceedings in the Imperial Conference 
at London, one 
wonders how the 
mother country is to retain her past 
authority and general 
supervision if 
she meets the 
demands 
of her full 
grown and powerful daughters. 
The 
premiers of South Africa, Australia 
and Canada seem to have assumed the 
attitude of the equals of Great Britain, 
the relation 
suggesting not that of 
mother and daughters but of an elder 
and younger sisters, the latter now 
having attained the full rights of 
grown-ups. 
The 
Canadian premier, 
for example, demands that the domin­ 
ions must be kept completely and con­ 
stantly informed 
upon 
questions of 
foreign policy; 
that 
upon all these 
questons the dominion 
governments 
must be consulted; that no treaty al­ 
liances must be made without the ad­ 
vice and approval' of the 
dominion 
pariaments; and, finally, that upon all 
questions arising between the United 
States and Canada the advice of the 
government of the latter must be ac­ 
cepted as final. 
The involuntary sympathy of every 
American will go out to this attitude 
on the part of Canada, but at the same 
time it will be recognized by the well 
informed that our disputes with our 
northern neighbor might be less readi­ 
ly adjusted under this arrangement. 
As is natural enough, there is more 
“feeling” against the United States in 
near-by Canada than in far-off Eng­ 
land, and among our neighbors to the 
north there has long been complaint 
of a greater desire on the part of the 
British government to please the Unit­ 
ed States than to satisfy Canada. The 
change demanded may add to our gov­ 
ernment’s 
diplomatic 
difficulties as 
well as reduce Great Britain to a mere 
equal among her self-reliant daugh­ 
ters. 
But the change, or at least a 
considerable modification of the old 
conditions, would appear to be inevi­ 
table. 


FOCH’S CLEAR VISION. 
The principles of strategy and tac­ 
tics applied by General Foch in his di­ 
rection of the armies of the Allies in 
the World War were derived in the 
main, it is said, from his exhaustive 
study of the campaigns of Napoleon. 
In an article which he contributed to 
the Napoleon supplement of the Lon­ 
don Times General Foch describes the 
great military leader of a century ago 
as “beyond compare the military gen­ 
ius of modern times.” Such a tribute 
to the greatest 
soldier 
of the rfine- 
teenth century from the greatest sol­ 
dier of the twentieth, 
both 
French, 
will be widely regarded as just, but 
will fail to excite keen interest because 
of its very general acceptance as a 
matter of course. Much more notable 
and interesting is General Foch’s ex­ 
planation of the final disasters over­ 
taking the great Napoleon, as follows: 
“He forgot that a man can not be God; 
that above the individual there is the 
nation; that above men there is the 
moral law, and that war is not the 
highest goal, since above war there 
is peace.” 
In other words, 
war 
merely for 
war s sake or an aggressive imperial­ 
ism’s sake must ultimately fail because 
its aim is purely selfish, and no gain 
to mankind is involved. 
This view’ 
not only reveals Marshal Foch’s own 
great capacity for leadership but is an 
interesting recognition of the fact that 
the World War was fundamentally a 
war for civilization. 
Foch’s impres­ 
sive words are worth the attention not 
only of great military leaders but re­ 
sponsible statesmen the world over. 


A LIVELY CORPSE. 
For an organization that is suppos­ 
ed to have been “scrapped” and to 


have reached its “end,” the League of 
Nations exhibits remarkable vitality. 
On the very day the New York Trib­ 
une'recently published 
an 
editorial 
discussion of the League’s “end” two 
bits of cabled news tended to convey 
the impression that the said “end” 
was pretty 
far away. 
These 
were 
that the League’s council had settled 
the dispute between Sweden and Fin­ 
land over the possession of the Aland 
Islands, and that there had been an 
enthusiastic celebration in London of 
the League's second 
anniversary, of 
which the Associated Press said: “Pa­ 
rades formed throughout the city and 
marched to Hyde 
Park, 
where 20 
speakers, including Lord Robert Cecil 
and the Archbishop 
of Canterbury, 
addressed the crowds, which included 
representatives of the 48 nations in 
the League. 
Besides sending speak­ 
ers, many countries arranged to have 
detachments, in national costumes, 
walk in procession to the park. 
For 
weeks past the colonies in London of 
Czecho-Slovakia and Lithuania had 
been making and embroidering the 
picturesque national costumes of their 
countries, 
which 
gave a pageantry 
touch to the proceedings.” 
Ambassador Harvey declined to 
give the countenance of his presence, 
but fifty thousand persons and repre­ 
sentatives of the 48 member nations 
participated hopefully and even with 
seeming 
enthusiasm. 
Whatever the 
future of the League may be, it is quite 
clear that the rest of the world is not 
ready to accept the American view 
that a “scrapped” and tottering struc­ 
ture is now quite “dead,” particularly 
in view of the fact that Mr. Harding’s 
proposed substitute still remains to be 
outlined.
